CROSS GIVES REASON FOR 
TENDERING HIS RESIGNATION 


Cushing Declares He Did Not Accept 
and Then Reject Premier's In- 
vitation to Re-Enter the 
Cabinet. 


—_—— 


In Statement He States Positively 
That He Did Not Give Premier 
Rutherford to . Understand He 
Would Re-enter thie Cabinet—Cross 
Says Premier Stated to Him Cush- 
ing Had Been Asked to Re-enter 
Cabinet and Had Accepted—Pre- 
mier Refuses to Make Statement. 


The past twenty-four hours have 
witnessed sensational developments 
in the political situation unprecedent- 
ed in the history of this province or 
in the whole Dominion of Canada, 
and even those in closest touch with 
the conditions are unable to predict 
what wilf occur in the next day or 
two. It seems certain there will be 
a general election within the next 
few weeks. 

As a thunderbolt from a clear blue 
sky came the announcement yester- 
day afternoon that Hon. C, W. Cross 
had resigned as attorney general, fol- 
lowed by the resignation of his de- 
puty, Sydney B. Woods. Hon. Mr. 
Cross gives as his reason for his ac- 
tion that he had been informed by 
the premier that Hon. W. H. Cush- 
ing had been asked to re-enter the 
cabinet arid had consenied. 

This morning Hon. W. A. Buchan- 
an, minister without portfolio and 
slated for the position of minister of 
municipalities, tendered his resigna- 
tion to the premier. 

This morning a meeting Of the re- 
maining members of the cabinet was 
held at the premier’s office. There 
were present Hon. A, C. Rutherford, 
Hon. mean Marshall and Hon. 
P. KE. rd. After a short session 
the premier went up town to the 
King Edward Hotel, where it is un- 
derstood he had arranged another 
conference with the ex-minister of 
public works. 

It was reported among the mem- 
bers at the Legislative halls this 
morning that both Messrs. Marshall 
and ‘Lessard had resigned, but each 
positively refused to make any state- 
ment to the Bulletin as to what was 
the result of the meeting. 

The Premier's Lips Closed. 

Premier Rutherford refused to dis- 
cuss the situation this morning and 
when asked with reference to the re- 
signations of the members of the 
cabinet reiterated several times “ I 
have absolutely nothing to say.” — 

It is altogether likely that he will 
make @ statement in the House this 
afternoon, explaining the situation 
and probably announcing the resigna- 


“tions of the attorney general and the 


minister without portfolio. 
Attorney General's Statement. 

*Hon. C. W. Cross made the follow- 
ing statement to the Bulletin:— 

“In view of the fact that the premier 
informed me that he had asked the 
Hon. W. H. Cushing to become ‘a 
meinber of his cabinet, and that Mr. 
Mushing nad accepted, I could not, un- 
der any circumstances, remain a mem- 
‘ber of the Alberta government.” 

The attorney general had no further 
comment to offer on the situation. He 
did not know what had taken place 
between the premier and Mr. Cushing. 

Hon. W. H. Cushing's Statement. 

Hon, W, H. Cushing’s statement was 
as follows :— 

“When I came up irom the buildings 
yesterday afternoon I found the pre- 
mier waiting for me et the hotel. He 
intimated that he had something to 
Bay to me and we went to my room. 
He there made the proposal that if I 
would re-enter the cabinet Mr. Cross 
‘would resign. 

“I told him that whatever my feel- 
ings might be in regard to a matter 
of that kind, the matter had now gone 
too far for him and me to go into a! 
room and settle it between ourselves. 

“I told him that my opinion was 
that nothing would satisfy the men 
who had stood out against the agree- 
ment, or the country, but a clean-up. 
T intimated that owing to my personal 
friendship for him I would be willing 
to sacrifice myseli in any way if that 
Would save the situation, but that I 
could not see how the course he pro- 
posed would help matters.

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ERA OF TARIFF PEACE 
AND NOT A TRADE WAR 


Conference Between American Tariff 
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Representatives and Canadian 
Government Brought to Close— 
No Definite Announcement is 
Made, But Assumption is Tariff 
Peace. 

Ottawa, Mar. 8—The American 


tariff board representatives had their 
last conference with Hon, Mr. Field- 
ing, minister of finance this morning 
and will leave for washington tomor- 
row. The only ofticial announcement 
made as to the results of the negoti- 
ations of the past week is simply that 
the exchange of views at the discus- 
sion throughout have been of the 
most, friendly and frank character, 
and it is hoped that as a result of the 
better mutual understanding reached 
as to the respective American and 
Canadian viewpoints on the aspects 
of the tariff problem under consider- 
ation, there will be a mutually satis- 
factory and peaceful outcome, 

Tt, was state! that the proceedings 
were naturally of a confidential nature 
and no inntnancement could be made 
as to what transpired pending the re- 
port of the American visitors to the 
government at Washington. 

It was further pointed out that the 
mission of Messrs. Emery and Pep- 
per to Ottawa was for the purpese of 
investigation and for gathering infor- 
mation at first hand as to the feature 
of Canada’s fiscal policy bearing on 
the question of undue discrimination 
against the United States. They had 
no plenary powers to promise any 
tariff concessions in future by the 
United States to Canada in return for 
any which might be made by Canada, 
and consequently no definite agree 
ment as to mutual concessions either 
present or in future could be made. 
So far as can be learned the situation 
now remains practically as stated by 


your correspondent yesterday. There 
are no definite promises on either 
side. At the same time it can be 


Stated that as a result of a clarifying 
exchange of opinions the outlook is 
bright for a continuance of the friend- 
ly trade relations between Canada and 
the United States and indeed it seems 
possible that the heart to heart telks 
of the past few days between Cana- 
dian and American representatives 
will open the way to a more satisfae- 
tory reciprocity in trade between the 
two countries than hes obtained since 
the Dingley tariff went into effect in 
1897. 

Canada suffered considerably — by 
that tariff with respect to access to 
American markets, and the consequent 
trade agreemtns with the Motherland 
with France and the contemplated 
agreements with Germany, Italy and 
Belgium are the results of the raising 
of the American tariff barrier against 
Canadians. Now that the United 
States is at last seeking more favora- 
ble terms from Canada and the former 
pilgrimages from Ottawa to Wash- 
ington have been in a sense reversed, 
the government here has expressed a 
willingness to deal with the United 
States as will all other countries in 
the metter of making mutually bene 
ficial sgreements on a fair basis of 
co n for concession. 

t bolieved there that in the next 
tarifi revision at Washington which 
will probably not be long delayed, any 
changes that are made will make for 
better and more equal tariff .relations 
between the two countries. This of 
course is contingent on President 
Taft being able to.find on the report 
of his tariff advisors that it wil) not 
be necessary to impose the maximum 
tariff against Canada on March 31 
next.

AGENTS LOOTED — 


PUBLIC PROPERTY 


French Government Swindled Out of 
Proceeds From Sales of Confis- 


cated Church Property. 


Paris, March 8&—By the arrest on 
a charge of embeasiement of . 
Duez, a government liquidator of the 
Catholic congregations, which were 
dissolved by the Jaw of 1901, one of 
those great financial scandals which 
have marked the history of the third 
French republic has at last forced its 
way on the public attention. While 
it is not as big as the Panama affair, 
the probabilities are that it will 
dwarf the Humbert scandal and 
others of reoent years. 

M. Duez was employed to ell cer- 
tain of the confiscated properties of 
the religious orders, whose aggregate 
vaiue at the time of the confisca 
was announced to be in the neighbor. 
hood of $200,000,000. Duez was the 
official liquidator of ten congrega-

The eye of suspicion has been direct- 
ed towards M. Duez for some time, 
and some months ago M. Briand, who 
was the minister ot justice, reported 
to parliament that the work of three 
liquidations of church property 
would bear watching. 

Duez was one of the three, and an 
investigation of his secounts was 
undertaken, He succeeded in putt 
ing off the final exposure by rear 
for delay, but the investigators lly 
broke into drastic action and his ar 
rest followed. 

At the time sequestration it was 
stated with much politica) effect that 
$200,000,000, which represented the 
hospitals, schools and convents of 
the various religious orders would 
be turned over to the state and used 
to pay the old age pensions to the 
laboring classes. All 4hia property 
has been sold, or is now being sold 


by the various public officials. 
Naturally the politicians and _politi- 
cal lawyers were not idle and the 


speculations have eaten up a good 
part of the proceeds. The minister 
of justice in his third report dealing 


with the sales effected in 1908, dis- 
closed some amazing facts. Thus 
out of 108 sales of religious houses,

The total amount 
of sales so far approximates $5,000,- 
000 and this pretty nearly covers all 
the property which was estima as 
being worth $200,000,000. People are 
beginning to ask where the money 
has gone. Newspapers have been 
making the most extraordinary s#tate- 
ments, backed up by figures, of ces 
tain pieces of property which were 
knocked down on a single bid, Other 
big properties were sold at ridi us 
prices. 
La Libre Parole instances the sale 
of the historic Hotel Biron, in Paria, 
which was formerly # monastery With 
huge gardens of immense value @ 
which was bought in at only One 
fourth its value.

Detroit, March 8—Dr. George A.

JOHN HOUSTON DIED 
AT QUESNEL TUESDAY 


Veteran British Cotumbia Euitor 
Passes Away After Iliness in 
Which He Suffered Terribly .or 
“Three Monthe—Wife Failed to 
Reach Him Before Death.

Quesnel, B. C., Mar. 8.—John Hous- 
ton died here today at 3.90. Mrs. 
Houston, who is on her way from Ash- 
croft in a special stage, travelling day 
and night, has not arrived in time to 
see her husband alive. Houston died 
peacefully, being conscious for half 
an hour before the end, For the p*st 
six days he suffered terribly and was 
unconscious for long periods. The 
doctors in attendance stete that Hous- 
ton must have suffered terribly for 
the past three months owing to the 
wéak action of his heart and interna! 
troubles which were the immediate 
cause of death. The body leaves here 
tonight by special stage and will be 
interred at Nelson.

Hoe 
finally acquired ownership of various 
weeklies ,only to sell out when he 
got tired of the locality. Thus he 
moved about from place to place, pre-

CITY COUNCIL MEETING. 

At the regular meeting of the city 
council last night the Board of Trade 
asked the council for $10,000, to be 
used by them in a Petetty cam-

Alderman Lundy sta that the 
Board of Trade would muke an effort 
to raise $5,000 if the council would 
ive them the grant asked for, namely 
10,000. He stated that the Board 
of Trade had done such good work 
in the past that that in itself was a 
guamntee the money would be well 
spent. Other cities were giving such 
very much larger sims that this 
amount, and possibly. more, should 
be devoted to the publicity of the 


city, 
No Policy Yet. 


Alderman Landy stated that at 
present the Board of Trade had not 
laid down a definite policy, but they 


would take wp this matter immedi- 
ately and secure the best means a 
bringing this scheme to a successful 


issue. The idea of the board was to 
have the mohey set aside for the 
campaign, and they guaranteed to 


show results before the first of Janu- 
ary next year. 

Alderman Lundyemade his  sugges- 
tions in the form ef a motion, and 
Alderman Armstrong, in seconding it, 
said that he quite agreed with Alder- 
man Lundy, and that in view of the 
fact that other cities were making 
such big efforts it was up to. this city 
to be in a position to compete in the 
bid for a better class of settlers and 
manufacturers.

Enlarge the Cecil Hotel. 

C. H. Belanger, of the Cecil Hotel 
Co., addressed a request to the coun- 
cil, asking them to make specia! pro- 
vision to-allow his company to in- 
fringe the present building by-law to 
the extent of putting up a nine inch 
wall on the third storey of their new 
structure, instead of a 13 inch, as the 
building within the first-class fire 
buiding within the first-class fire 
limits.
